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It’s ithnics time 
in U.S. culture 


So, I get this call last month from my mother, who is happily retired 
in Florida, and she asks me if I’ve noticed how many Indians there are 
in American media lately. 

Clarification: I am of East Indian descent (so she meant dot, not 
feather). Whether it’s TV sitcoms, commercials or big budget movies 
such as “Avatar,” there seems to be a sudden surge of friendly brown 
faces on the air. And I’m not just talking about Dr. Sanjay Gupta on 
CNN, Louisiana Gov. Bobby Jindal complaining about BP or the lat- 
est spelling bee champion. 

It is common knowledge that the most famous Indian on the 
planet is Apu from “The Simpsons”; he’s on the TV in every country, 
every week. 

But then I saw the comedian Aziz Ansari hosting the MTV Movie 
Awards and commercials for NBC’s new show based on a call center 
in India titled “Outsourced” and started to think there might be 
something to my mom’s observations. My quick checklist shows 
that Indian-Americans have appeared on “The Office,” “Entourage,” 
“The Big Bang Theory,” “30 Rock,” “Parks and Recreation,” “Rules of 
Engagement,” “Royal Pains,” “Lost,” “Glee,” “Heroes,” “ER,” “House” 
and even kids’ cartoons like “Phineas & Ferb,” to mention a few. 

In films, we have “Diary of a Wimpy Kid,” the recent Oscar- 
winning “Slumdog Millionaire,” M. Night Shyamalan’s Hitchcockian 
cameos in his movies and Kal Penn in the “Harold and Kumar” series. 

We're also sprinkled all over my industry —advertising—generally 
playing the parts of nerdy researchers, compassionate doctors and 
technically proficient scientists. And to think that just a while back, 
the only Indians most Americans had heard of was Mahatma Gandhi, 
Ravi Shankar or the caricatures perpetuated in movies such as “Indi- 
ana Jones and the Temple of Doom,” “Octopussy” and “Short Circuit.” 

Full disclosure: In 1999, I did an acting cameo on the TV series 
“Early Edition” that was shot in Chicago— playing a stereotypical cab 
driver. 

Are we the token ethnics (or rather ithnics) for the 2010s? One 
answer is that Indians are the new culture du jour to make a entertain- 
ment more current and colorful. “What can Brown do for you” and 
make your show more in tune with the times? Historically, there has 
been a pattern of various cultures temporarily blowing up into the 
lexicon and mainstream culture for a time. 

My hope is that, during the past 25 years, Indians have main- 
streamed and gone from Indian-Americans to simply Americans. 
Most people I know have had daily interaction with Indian folk, 
whether it’s the kid in braces who sucks at dodgeball in fifth grade or 
the voice that responds to the frantic lost-card call to Citibank that is 
routed to India. That slowly is being represented in what we view. 

Even better is the fact that a lot of the characters they’re playing are 
just regular people and their ethnicity is not called out.

Daley outlines rules 


for gun ownership

The City Council Police and Fire Committee 
on Thursday quickly approved a new set of 
gun control regulations that for the first time 
in decades would legally allow Chicago resi- 
dents to keep handguns in their homes for 
self protection. 

The vote in favor of the gun measure came 
a couple of hours after Mayor Daley unveiled 
a new ordinance that would require gun 
owners to register their weapons with the 
city, get training and keep all but one firearm 
locked up. 

The full City Council will consider the new 
gun restrictions Friday at a special meeting. 

City Hall’s fast response aimed at curbing 
the proliferation of firearms in the city comes 
after a Supreme Court decision Monday effec- 
tively gutted Chicago’s longstanding gun ban. 

Richard Pearson, executive director of the 


Illinois Rifle Association, said his organiza- 
tion would be reviewing the proposal Thurs- 
day to determine whether it meets Supreme 
Court guidelines for “reasonable” gun con- 
trol. 

“Tt can’t be onerous, it can’t be too expen- 
sive,” he said. “It can’t be impossible for the 
average person to do.” 

Pearson said the city had backed off on 
limiting the number of handguns to one per 
qualified person per home and mandating 
that each handgun owner obtain liability in- 
surance. 

The measure, dubbed the “responsible 
gun ownership” ordinance, also bans gun 
shops in Chicago. 

Under the ordinance, only one firearm can 
be kept in immediately operable condition 
in each home. Other guns must be broken 
down or have trigger locks in place. 


A few excerpts from the pro- 
posed rules: 

Handgun owners would need 
to register all their guns with the 
city so police know how many 
weapons are in each home, and 
would also be required to have a 
valid Firearm Owner’s ID card. 

Firearms training is required, 
both in a classroom and a firing 
range. 

Chicago residents would be 
able to register no more than 
one handgun per month for each 
adult in a home. 

The ordinance “generally pro- 
hibits the possession of a hand- 
gun by any person except in the 
person's home,” according to a 
city statement.

Blago, wife 
spent $400K 
on clothing

In his battles with the Legislature, former 
Gov. Rod Blagojevich often claimed that 
lawmakers were spending the public’s mon- 
ey “like drunken sailors.” 

But he was no slouch with a credit card 
himself, a financial analyst for the Internal 
Revenue Service testified Thursday during 
Blagojevich’s federal corruption trial. 

IRS agent Shari Schindler peeled back 
the curtain of the Blagojevich family’s per- 
sonal finances, which reveal a couple that 
apparently liked to spend, spend, spend. 

Schindler reviewed the financial records 
of Blagojevich during his time as governor 
and said he and his wife spent more than 
$400,000 on clothes during that time 
frame, more than they spent on the mort- 
gage for his North Side home. 

Blagojevich dropped $205,706 alone with 
Oxxford, a tailor with a reputation for high- 
end suits. On one day in December 2006, 
Blagojevich charged $20,000 with the suit 
maker, his credit card records showed. 

Schindler noted that the expenditures 
during the six-year time frame did not re- 
flect any money spent on personal vehicles. 
Blagojevich and his family relied on state 
cars and drivers to ferry them everywhere. 

Schindler also said Blagojevich spent 
nothing out of his pocket for legal bills. 
Those expenses, associated with the 
mounting federal investigations into his ad- 
ministration, were covered by his campaign 
account. 


Firework explosion leaves 
man in critical condition 

A pre-holiday firework explosion left a 
28-year-old man in critical condition when 
it blew up in his face late Wednesday night, 
police said. The explosive had the strength 
of a quarter stick of dynamite, according to 
another source. 

The accident happened in a park at 82nd 
Street and Phillips Avenue in the South 
Chicago neighborhood on the Southeast 
Side about 11:30 p.m., said Chicago Police 
News Affairs Officer Amina Greer. 

The man had put the firework in a tube 
in the ground, and when it didn’t go off he 
peered inside to find out why, she said. The 
explosive detonated, leaving him with se- 
vere facial and eye injuries. 

The man was taken to Advocate Christ

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Ex-inmate sues Burge 


A man who was sentenced to death and spent 
more than 21 years in prison for a quintuple 
murder is suing former Chicago Police Cmdr. 
Jon Burge and three of his officers for tortur- 
ing him into giving a false confession. 

Burge was convicted earlier this week of 
perjury in lying about the torture of criminal 
suspects in the 1970s and ’8os in connection 
with another civil lawsuit. 

Ronald Kitchen’s federal lawsuit also 
names as defendants a number of officials 
whom Kitchen contended knew what Burge 
was doing, including Mayor Daley, who was 
Cook County state’s attorney for part of the 
time a jury determined that police were tor- 
turing suspects. The suit alleged Daley’s of- 
fice concealed evidence that suspects were 
being beaten. 

Other defendants include former police 
superintendents Terry Hillard and Leroy Mar- 
tin. 

Kitchen said at a news conference Thurs- 
day that he wasn’t bringing suit for the pos- 
sible money but to make it known the abuse 
he suffered. 

“Let it be known that it’s not about the 
money. It’s about making those who were su- 
pervising and overseeing the city of Chicago 
take notice,” said Kitchen, who spent 21 years

in prison, 13 of them on death row. 

“It’s hard to sit up here and talk about the 
21 years stolen from me,” he added. 

Kitchen said during that period of time that 
he was wrongfully imprisoned, his brother and 
other relatives died, and his mother, who was 
his greatest champion, came down with de- 
mentia and does not even understand that he 
now is a free man. 

“She was my sole fighter,” Kitchen said. 
“When I go down to Alabama to see my 
mother, she don’t even know I’m there. That’s 
another blow.” 


Quinn unveils budget cuts 


Gov. Pat Quinn announced budget cuts 
Thursday that he says will amount to 
$1.4 billion, but his administration acknowl- 
edged the state will still be $13 billion short 
when it starts on the next budget. 

“Today I’m making tough budget choices to 
move our state forward,” Quinn said. “I want- 
ed to preserve as many jobs as possible and 
keep our economic recovery going.” 

Among the cuts, according to information 
released by Quinn’s office: 

» Elementary and high school education is tak- 
ing a $241 million hit, mostly in the form of so- 


called categorical spending instead of general 
state aid to school districts. The cuts include 
$84 million in student transportation and 
$68.5 million in reading improvement block 
grants. 

» Higher education is cut by $100 million. 

» Human services is trimmed by $312.6 mil- 
lion. The cuts include reduction or elimination 
of programs unrelated to Medicaid for people 
with mental health and developmental disabil- 
ities, the documents showed. The time it will 
take for the state to make payments, already 
lengthy, will be longer, the document said.

Wilting storm 
threatens 
oil cleanup 


MIAMI ‘Tropical Storm Alex continued 

to weaken Thursday as it moved across 
Mexico, with top sustained winds decreasing to 
50 mph, the National Hurricane Center said. 

Alex, which had been a hurricane but was 
downgraded to a tropical storm Thursday af- 
ter making landfall in Mexico, was dumping 
heavy rain over Mexico and south Texas, the 
Hurricane Center said. 

Even though Alex was more than 600 miles 
from the massive BP oil disaster, officials said 
the storm could affect cleanup efforts for days 
because it stirred up heavy seas across the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

The storm could prohibit skimming and 
burning of oil at least until Saturday or Sun- 
day, CNN meteorologist Chad Myers said. 

In Mexico, shelters were opened through- 
out the state of Tamaulipas, the governor’s 
office said in a statement issued Wednesday 
night. 


Whale of a find 


By LIMA The fossil of a giant whale called 

Leviathan for having teeth bigger than 
a grown man’s forearms has been found in 
Peru by paleontologists who on Thursday 
said it may have been the largest predator 
to ever roam the seas. 

Leviathan Melvillei, which was named 
after the sea monster in the Bible and the 
author of “Moby Dick,” Herman Melville, is 
an ancestor of the modern day sperm whale, 
said Rodolfo Salas, a paleontologist at Peru’s 
Natural History Museum who took part in 
the study. 

“This is an enormous tooth, more or less 
14 inches long,” Salas said. “The features 
of the teeth lead us to believe that the Le- 
viathan was a big predator. It has the largest 
teeth on record.” 

The fossil of Leviathan was found two 
years ago and a team of scientists only un- 
veiled the results of their find this week. 
Leviathan lived roughly 12 million years 
ago and its teeth were about twice as long 
as those of the great dinosaur Tyrannosau- 
rus Rex. 

“The Leviathan could have fed on other 
whales, which were very abundant and di- 
verse in that period,” Salas said. 

In addition to 10 well-preserved teeth, 
the team of European and Peruvian pale- 
ontologists found the whale’s skull and its 
lower jaw. 

The findings were published in the jour- 
nal Nature and the fossil will soon go on ex- 
hibit in Lima. 

Salas said the Leviathan may have been

bigger than one of its contemporaries, the 
Carcharocles Megalodon, widely regarded 
as the largest shark that ever lived, at some 
65.5 feet in length. 

“The Leviathan could have been the big- 
gest predator that has ever lived in the sea,” 
he said. 


WHERE WAS IT? 


The discovery was made in 2008 in the 
Ocucaje desert in southern Peru, which 
millions of years ago was the bed of a 
sea, and an area that has yielded doz- 
ens of big discoveries.

Trying to follow the twists and 
turns of the LeBron saga has been confusing for many sports fans. 

“I could almost believe he could go to the United Nations at 
this point,” said Matt McHale, 35, who writes for Bulls blog By 
the Horns. “I’ve heard so many rumors, it’s like my mind has been 
blasted by LeBron-mania.” 

James could already claim the title of best basketball player in 
the world, but since the magical date of July 1, the NBA megastar 
has become the prettiest girl at the biggest free-agent dance in 
sports history while the rest of us are left to feel like starstruck 
suitors breathlessly guessing his next move. 

“Tt feels like New Year’s Eve to me,” said A.J. Barthold, 28, co- 
creator of sendlebrontochicago.com. “I really can’t believe after 
all this time that it’s finally here.” 

Keep the Champagne corked, though, because as of Thursday, 
LeBron is LeMum about where he’s going. The King is holding 
court in his home state of Ohio, where six teams will visit him dur- 
ing his first three days of free agency: his current Cavs team, the 
New York Knicks, New Jersey Nets, L.A. Clippers, Miami Heat 
and, of course, the Bulls. 

The Nets and part-owner Jay-Z first met with LeBron on Thurs- 
day followed by the Knicks. The Bulls and Cavs are scheduled to 
talk to LeBron on Saturday. 

Chicago has emerged as the front-runner in the LeBron sweep- 
stakes. Six of eight ESPN hoops experts predicted James would 


choose the Windy City. Even Vegas believes it. 

According to gambling website pregame.com, the odds of 
James becoming a Bull is 55 percent. The Cavaliers are a distant 
second at 16 percent. 

“It’s crazy because the odds were 40-1 he’d come to Chicago 
when I first made my website,” Barthold said. 

LeBron to Chicago just might be written in the stars, too, accord- 
ing to Carolyn Miller, owner of Astrology Boutique in Wicker Park. 

“When I look at his astrology, the stars seem to say that he’ll 
leave Cleveland. I feel like he’s pondering it right now, but he’s 
considering here more than Miami or New York or L.A.,” Miller 
said. “LeBron is a Capricorn, and so he likes challenges and doesn’t 
like to do the same thing all the time.” 

Miller said James would be most happy if he moved to Chicago. 

“He has a very similar aura to Michael Jordan, and I think he’d 
be as good as Jordan if he comes here,” she said. “I see lots of 
shades of gold in his aura, which means prosperity.” 

John Rowady, president of sports marketing and media agency 
rEvolution, thinks James will stay in Cleveland. 

“I think his priorities are money, where he can win, where he 
can gain the most marketability and then the community itself,” 
Rowady said. “We don’t know what’s going on in his head, but this 
is a business decision, and he seems like a smart businessman.” 

Derek Miggins, 26, a Cleveland native and Cavs fan who now 
lives in Lincoln Park, wishes that were true, but believes LeBron 
will pack up and leave town. 

“Being a Cavs fan, I’ve learned to hope for the best but expect the 
worst,” Miggins said. “The Cleveland fatalist in me says he’ll be gone.” 

Other Chicagoans also are doubtful LeBron will join the Bulls. 

“He'll tease us, but he’ll end up going maybe to New Jersey,” said 
Will Lacizki, 29, a personal trainer in Bridgeport. “New Jersey has 
a ton of money and Jay-Z, and they’re moving to Brooklyn in a 
couple years.” 

Meanwhile, Chicago Fire midfielder Calen Carr has other ideas 
for James. 

“For his sake, I hope he goes to New York, because this town 
isn’t big enough for the two of us,” Carr said.

Powerful look at a war zone 


In May 2007, American soldiers 
spent a 15-month deployment in 
Afghanistan’s Korengal Valley, 
regarded as one of the most dan- 
gerous places on the planet. The 
troops’ outpost, called Restrepo, is 
named for a medic killed in action 
whose jovial confidence en route 
to Afghanistan is used as bookends 
for the movie. 

The buzz: Co-directed by vet- 
eran journalists Tim Hetherington 
and Sebastian Junger, “Restrepo” 
isn’t the sort of documentary that 
features a lot of background on the 
soldiers and their families or how 
they feel about serving their coun- 
try. The Sundance award-winning 
movie simply shows the men focus- 
ing and shooting, occasionally bro- 
ken up by post-war interviews with 


the soldiers about their service. 
The verdict: A boom in the 
distance takes on startling realness 
in “Restrepo,” whose pulse- 
pounding urgency recalls the fear 
and anger captured so brilliantly 
in the Oscar-winning “The Hurt 
Locker.” The doc is nothing if 
not a triumph of access, even if 
the interviews pull us out of the 
combat experience. We see the 
dread of the men realizing even 
the best fighter can be killed, and 
we’re there for their brief release 
during a spontaneous dance party 
when the bullets stop and the right 
song comes on. Mostly “Restrepo” 
is unfussy and unshakable, placing 
us in the center of a war zone to
